Erich Fromm is a psychoanalyst m the faculties of the National 
University oi JAemeo and h^]b^£ 3 n.btaxe University. He is an author and 
lecturer, (Who’s Who in America, 1960-61) 



There Is no indication in the files of this Bureau that Fromm is a 
communist or has any connections with the Communist Party, USA. Fromm is 
a socialist. He was a mezhber d the Independent Socialist League (SSI^ and on 
June 2, 1960, was elected to the National Committee of the Socialist Party- 
Social Democmtic Federation (SP-^DF). (100-429425-63, 64) 


The Summer, 1960, issue of The Socialist CaH, the official organ of 
the SP-^DF, identified Erich Fromm as one of the inembers of the editorial 
board. (100-429425-71) prmsSlIIBD < I 

On 7/18/56 the 15L, a basic revolutionary group, was removed from 
the list of organizations desi^iated pursuant to Executive Order 10450, and in 
September, 1958, ibe ISL was dissolved. SSL mendiers were invited to join 
the SP-SDF on an individual basis and many did. The SP-SDF is not the sudoct 
of a Bureau investigation. At the SP-SDF National Convention held 5/28-30/60, 
Max Schachtman, former National Chairman of the JE8L, and at least four other 
former ISL mend^^s were elected to the new SP-SDF National Committee.

Committee on Un-American Activities which organization is presently under 
Bureau investigation for communist infiltration. (100-433929-2) 

In 1955, two Mexican informants advised that a Communist Party 
member indicated to another Party member that she was studying for a Masters 
Degree in psychiatry and was contacting Fromm In connection with her studies. 
She was reprimanded and told that Fromm wa^^^communist and she- should 
have nothing to do -with bam. 

In 1946, Fromm was friendly with two individuals described by 
Elizabeth Bentley as having furnished her information for her Soviet espionage 
apparatus. (62-6052-30966) 


In 1943, it was reliably reported that Fromm was considered as a 
possible lecturer by the Organizing Committee of the Jefferson School of Social 
Science, which organization was included on the list of organizations designated 
by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. (62-60527-30966)

In another leading work, Revolution of Hope , he 
blueprints a plan for changing the world through clubs , 
groups, and "the movement*" In this book he advocates a 
substitute for religious and patriotic formulae in schools 
and instructs the "movement" on how to become involved in 
citl-’".,, local, reeional,, and mtiiionjsl au£fai.jriSf in jorder tc 
further the movement's goals* In an international symposium 
called Socialist Humanism of which he is the editor, he 
writes a cliapter on Application of Humanist Psychoanal- 

ysis to Marx's Theory." 

In the work Erich Fromm* A Protestant Critiq ue, J. 
Stanley Glenn, Rh.D. , claims ^at Fromm is popular today 
since he capitalizes on man's loneliness and his nedd to 
"relate to others." Dr. Glen claims that Fromm views Christ 
as a "social revolutionary" and that he views Christian 
prostestantism as the religious correlate of capitalism. 

Glen further accuses Fromm of proposing a substitute religion 
and of believing that "atheistic mysticism" as a religious 
form of (humanistic) tradition is the only religion that can 
free man from authoritarian religion of law. 

The "Nat&onal Initiative Foundation" and "Build 
the Earth" have formed an "education task force" to introduce 
their philosophy and program into the Palo Alto Unified 
School District. Palo Alto is to be a pilot project. 

These two closely affiliated but legally separate 
organizations are reported by members to be interrelated to 
another organization known both as "NewSghere" and "Challenge 
to Change" which meet in many small coup groups as part 
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Arms or Peace 


As antiijipated in our last issue, public opimon in the We^^ 
world has veered in favor of granting some arms to Israd for 
self defense purposes. France has already deUvered twelve Mys- 
tere jet interceptor planes. England and Canada have also 
changed their former negative attitude and have aimomi^ 
that they, too, would sell arms to Israd in greater quantity. 'Im 
position of the Ametican government on the issue ^ not changed 
officially: the State Department still is of the opinion that ai^ 
cannot settle the problem in the Middle East and that other 
measures, such as the DN Mission to the Mddle East are Utto 
suited to the achievement of peace in that area. But the Umted 
States has abandoned its previous objection to the sale of arms 
to Israd by France, Eng^d, Canada and other Western powers. 
Thus, the urgency of the iffiue has been rdieyed and the anns

a calmer atmosphere and discussed without hysteiia. 

It is appropriate at this point to place on record the littie- 
known fact that the clamor for arms as the solution of the Mid- 
dle East crisis is not as unanimous among Jews aa it is presented 
to be. Both in Israd and in this country, many voices have 
been heard in oppoation.to the iron-dad formula that if Israd 
only had enough arms from the United States to counteract the 
arms to Ffert from Communist countries, this would not only 
serve as a deterrent to Arab aggression, but would do away 
the threat of an Arab-Israeli war entirdy. To be sore, theirs 
are not official, or even majority voices, but they mflert the 
views of organizations of historic s^nificance and of individuals 
of great prestige and deserve consideration, or at least a bearing. 
In this and in forthcoming issues, the Jewish Newdetter proposes 
to present tire views of these opponents to the general clamor for 
force as a settlement of the Arab-Isradi conflict..

A wajmi^ tbat Bussia’s new fors^ 'Jl&cy remans sabstan- 
tlally unchanged and that StaiinV successor are atill following 
his antisemitic policy, was issued by the American Jeirish Com- 
nnttee in a new fact sheet entitled ''The Jews under Stalin’s 
Successors.” According to the report: (1) antisemitisin contin- 
ues to be the o^cial policy of the Soviet government; (2) reh- 
gious freedom of the Jews is still sharply restricted; (3) Soviet 
Jews are not allowed even the limited cultural freedom granted 
to others, and they cannot publish their own newspapers, books 
or revive their own theater; (4) most of the Jews unjustly de- 
tained rince the h»ght of the anti-Jewish drive in Fd^ruary 1943, 
are still imprisoned although the Soviet leaders have admitted 
publicly that the charges agmnst the prisoners were false; (5) the • 
government ban against enngration to Israel remains in force. 
"Aithoi^h the last three years have seen rigns of leniency toward 
Russia’s ethnic, religions and cultural groups, this easing has not 
been extended equally to Jews,*’ says the report. 

Sources in Europe and Israel take a less pessimistic view oi 
the situation, Th^ dmm that there is an easing of antisemitism 
in Soviet Russia and in other Communist states as part of the 
general earing of tendons. More immigrants from Communis^^ 
countries have come into Israd diiring the last year than in many 
previous years. The official figure is nearly 800. Most of the ne\? 
arrivals report that a better climate now emts for Jews in Soviet 
Russia, and even more so in Poland and other Communkt states, 
and that the fierce anti-Zionist and anti-Israeli propaganda, which 
was a frequent feature of Communist radio and press, has been 

(March 20) reports that a new five-year development plan has 
been announced in Moscow for Biro-Bidjan’s industry and agri- 
culture, The new plan provides for the cultivation of about 
100,000 acres of new land, for one of the largest electric power 
plants, and for some 10,000 new shops, restaurants and coffee 
houses, schools, hospitals, libraries and other cultural institutions 
No mention is made of the furthering of T^ddish culture, but 
Firo-Bidjan is still referred to as the "Jewish autonomous region.” 

Retumee$ from hrael — The governments of West Gar- 
many and of Canada have now taken steps to keep out iBrneh 
immigrants (known as "returnees”) from Gennany and Canada. 
This was done at the request of the Israeli government which is 
evidently concerned now with a growing emigration of pecple 
from Israel on account of the expectation of war. West Germany 
has always admitted viators, munigrants or tourists, from other 
(K)untries, tneludmg Xsrad, without requiring a special entrance 
visa. But in 1953, 800 Israelis, all former inmates of German 
concentration camps, returned to Gennany refused to go 
l^ck to Israel. At the request of the Isra^ government, the 
German government then introduced the visa xcgidation in order 
to discourage the further flow of the^ "returnees.^^ Last month 
the Social Democratic party of West Germany introduced a 
motion to abolish this discrinunatory visa regulation for Ismdis. 
But the Bonn government rejected the motion, obviously to 
please the Ismdi government, A gamilar step was recently taken 
by the Canadian govenunent which decided not to establish im- 
mieration facilities in Israd as it was planning to do. JTA reports
